The Elwood, Incl., of 1892 into which 


Wendell Willkic was born was a liv- 
ing laboratory of social and economic 
maladjustment. 
It was the perfect 


place for a sensitive, inquisitive, young 
boy to iicqyli;p a deep-scats^, social 
conscience. 


Onco a typical sleepy country town, 


in the heart of the corn belt, Elwood 
became n magnet for industry with the 
discovery of its natural gas supply. So 
profuse was the supply at one time 
that it was found more economical to 
leave street lights burning nil day than 
to hire men to extinguish and light 


; them. 


But by the time thnt Wen Willkie 


was n boy, the gas supply had nil but 
been exhausted. Much of the industry 
which had rushed to it deserted El- 
wood, leaving behind many of the 
migrant laborers it had imported. 


In this maladjusted town the Will- 


kies were comparatively well-to-do 
citizens. Herman Willkic had made 
money in real estate during the boom 
days, though he lost much of it in the 
Panic of 18U3. He had built a thrce- 


i story, green frame house not far from 


the town high school. 


IMmtry Critic of Willkic Home 


To many citizens of Elwood, the 


most impressive aspects of the Willkic 
home were the stained glass windows 
or the hugei cheery, six-foot living 
room fireplace. To the Willkics them- 
selves, the pride and joy of their 
home was u B700 volume library. 


The late Herman and Henrietta Will- 


kie both were lawyers. (Mrs. Willkie 


. wiis the first woman ever admitted to 


the Indiana bar.) They read extensive- 
ly, and encouraged their children to 
do likewise. 


It was hero that young Wen ac- 


ciuircd his ravenous appetite for rcad- 
ing—which today is his one hobby. 
Even at his office books litter every 
available inch of space. 


In both books and movies his weak- 


ness is thrillers. In addition, he man- 
ages to read every week it couple of 
non-fiction books of every shade of

Free Schools — But Unpaid Teachers

Mexicans are going to the polls this Sunday, July 7, to elect 


a president. Newspaper dispatches this past week report the 
calling out of extra police, charges and counter-charges between 
the rival political camps, and pretty much the same sort of thing 
you hear about in any machine-dominated American metropo- 
lis as it approaches Election Day. But from what I saw and 
heard in a brief week in Mexico in March I do not believe any 
of these things point to the possibility of an armed revolution.

the rumors and 1 don't think they have 
had much effect on the tourist trade. 


Americans arc barred from Europe 


by the war, mid they don't have much 
stomach for traveling by sea to South 
America—sea travel being popularly 
regarded as hdzardous anywhere when 
the world is nt war. So Mexico is 
about the only foreign country a U. 
S. citizen can visit, and I should say 
it is safe enougn. 


For Mexico is invaribly courteous 


and helpful to American tourists, and 
relishes the tourist trade. It 
has 


brought millions of dollars to Mexico's 
impoverished economy—I am speaking 
about the courtesy and friendliness 
that exists deep down in the coun- 
try, 
away from the border. For it 


isn't until you get down to Mon- 
terrey, and the country from there 
south to the capital, that you reach 
the real Mexico.* * * 


Recently The Star published n scries 


of special articles by Bob Dot-man, 
NEA staff writer nnd a fromer war 
correspondent who traveled with the 
late Pancho Villa and other Mexican 
war lords.

was little chance of a Mexican re- 
volution this summer checks with my 
own. 


President Cardenas has 
launched 


socialistic policies that Mexican- weal- 
th can't possibly pay fdrSbut Mexico, 
divided as it certainly is on Cardenas' 
politics, can hardly be expected to 
fight on the question. 


For the backbone of Cardenas' econ- 


omy has been the seizure of foreign- 
owned investments in land, railroads 
and oil. Asking Mexicans to go to 
war among themselves to restore in- 
vestments to foreigners would be equi- 
valent 
to asking Americans to go 


to war to restore the prestige of the 
League of Nations—it can hardly hap- 
pen. 


As a matter of fact, rectifying the 


mistakes of the Cardenas administra- 
tion toward foreign capital is a mat- 
ter of negotiation, not of rebellion 
and war, 


The United States can help nego- 


tiation along, and is justified in do- 
ing so, by putting economic pressure 
upon Mexico—and I suspect most Mex- 
icans suspect that the United States is 
now doing this, and will continue to 
do this, until Mexico has made some 
kind of restitution. 


The Cardenas administration may 


wish for some escape from its eco- 
nomic mistakes more than most Amer- 
icans believe—but it will probably be 
a "face-saving" escape. It isn't likely 
that Cardenas, president of a sov- 
ereign republic, is going to come out 
openly and say: 


"Sorry—I made a mistake." 
Presidents don't do that. 
It may be that Camacho, the man 


Cardenas is backing for president, and 
who is admittedly less radical than 
the president, will be elected and will 
adopt different policies—since he isn't 
bound by the record of his predeces- 
sor, even though of the same party. 


Or it may be that Almazan, the Op- 


position candidate, a frank conser- 
vative, will be elected. 


Ov, possibly Camacho, backed by the 


government machine, will claim elec- 
tion; Almazan will say the govern- 
ment "counted him out"—and there 
will be a bloodless revolution. 


But "it doesn't seem to me that 


Mexico today has cither the materials 
or the feeling to put on an armed 
revolution. 


Typical of the situation is this: 
President Cardenas has built 15,000 


free schools for the Indian peons— 
but he hasn't money enough to pay 
the teachers. 


You may get hot about that as pos- 


sible a matter of mismanagement; but 
you don't stage a revolution—for a 
thing like that happens in our own 
country, too.

New Nazi Peace Effort 


LONDON —(/P)— A neutral diplo- 


matic source who has good contacts 
with both principal belligerents pre- 
dicted early Saturday that new Ger- 
man peace feelers will be made with- 
in three or four weeks. But,' he 
said, most neutral diplomats weie con- 
vinced by "the new British aggres- 
siveness' that any such move would 
fail. 


He explained that a trial baloon 


by a member of the Spanish cabinet 
had been exploded by the British seiz- 
ure of most of the French fleet and 
by Prime Minister Churchill's fight- 
ing talk in Commons Friday, 


He predicted acceleration of war- 


fare on the diplomatic front as well 
as in the sea and air—to be followed 
by peace hints when the British are 
feeling the strain most, 


There still are many, he said, who 


believe that "peace and appeaspment 
possibilities" never will be definitely 
ruled out so long as the faction of 
former Prime Minister Chambeilam is 
as strong in the government as at 
present.

The Philadelphia Show 


Was Full of Sur- 


prises

WASHINGTON - 
Notes from o 


'hiladelphia diary. 
Looking back over the record, I 


'ind there are many things to make 
the G. O. P. convention stand out 
like a sore thumb ns prnclcially 
precedent-shattering (a political pri- 
vilege almost completely usurped for 
u good many years by one Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt). Such as: 


Wendell Willkie's unorthodox met- 


liod of solicilinu delegate strength. 
Instead of holding formal, conclaves 
with delegation leaders, Willkie went 
button-boiling—and alone. A 
half- 


dozen times .during the preballoting 
period, I saw him wandering by him-' 
self, grabbing a litlle delegate here, 
a delegation chieftain there, to ask, 
"If you're against me, why?" nnd if 
they were, launching a debate ns 
earnestly as if he were addressing the 
whole convention. At 1 a. m. one 
night, he wandered into a room where 
there were six Taft men and one 
Vandenberg rooter and for half an 
hour did as neat n bit of spel-binding 
as any cullous-tongued politician who 
ever talked his way lo power. His 
dark hair awry from constant hnt- 
lessness, his roomy, unprcssed blue 
suit making his big frame seem more 
benrlike, Willkie finally stalked out. 
And no matter how their votes were 
east there wasn't a man in the room 
who wasn't sorry to see him go.

Good Bermuda Stand 


Recent rains have developed heavy 


growths of Bermuda grass on many 
fertile pasture lands. 
This growth 


should be cut at once for hay. 


Such growth is reaching maturity 


and is tough, less palatable, nnd con- 
tains a smaller percentage of protein, 
minerals and vitamins than Ihe new 
growth of grass that will come after 
the pasture is moved. These proper- 
ties of tender growth are the factors 
that make pastures so desirable and 
available for feedings. 


As shown by grazing trials at the 


University of Arkansas College of 
Agriculture's Cotton Branch Experi- 
ment Station, heavy growth of grass 
will not be readily consumed by cattle, 
and during dry periods *he grazed 
areas will not furnish grazing, thus 
cutting down on the total amount of 
grass that might be furnished at a 
time when badly needed. 


Furthermore, the quality of Ber- 


muda hay is comparable to other 
good grass hays, and an abundance of 


good hay rarely occurs on the averag 
farm. Supplies

heavily last winter to maintain stoc! 
and in many instances grazing of pas 
lures was slarted too early this spring 
Mowing at this time will help in 
year-round management plan. 


AAA Grants 


Any superphosphate furnished 
to 


farmers as a grant of aid under the 
AAA program that is not used prior 
to July 15, 1940, must be held over by 
the, farmer until this fall for applica- 
tion to winter legumes, according to 
information received from C. S. Du- 
Dupree, state performance supervisor 
for the Agricultural Adjustment Ad- 
ministration. 


Large amounts are being furnished 


farmers of Hempstead county as a 
grant of aid under the 1940 AAA farm 
program. In many cases farmers may 
be unable to apply the superphosphate 
to soil-building crops planted this 
spring. In such cases, the material not 
supplied prior to July 15 must be held 
over until this fall to be applied in 
connection with seed ings o£ winter 
legumes. 


All superphosphate furnished as a 


grant of aid that is held over by farm- 
ers must be declared to the per- 
formance reporter when he checks 
performance on the farm. This means 
that the sacks of superphosphate must 
be shown to the performance reporter 
by the farmer and the amount noted 
on the performance report sheet.

Stripes of Zebra 


Help Save Farms 


Terrace Project Has 


Benefited Dr. M. B. 


'Waite 


AI* Feature Service 


ODENTON, Md.—A zebra taught Dr. 


M. B. Waitc how to terrace his farm. 


From a zebra he learned how to stop 


the waste of precious, life-giving top- 
soil, through erosion and now he's 
growing daffoldils and tobacco. 


The "zebra clue" came in building 


terraces — parallel, curving steps or 
basins around hillsides to lead off 
rain water slowly and safely. 


By time honored fashion, farmers 


plow, even on steep hills, in straight 
furrows. But these are perfect "chan- 
nels" for heavy rains to rush down, 
gouging away tho topsoil. 


Back in 1907 Dr. Wait—who retired 


five years ago as a U. S. department 
of agriculture plant pathologist—plow- 
ed to build terraces that followed the 
contour of the hill. Each terrace was 
to have a gradual downward incline. 


But he would meet little hills or 


bumps that would force the terraces 
to go up. 


Learned When to Quit 


One day at a zoo he noticed zebras 


having curving, parallel stripes. Some- 
times a stripe ended abruptly, or tap- 
ered off. 


Why not, he decided, simply stop 


a terrace when it came to an eleva- 
tion, and let the water it was draining 
flow down to tho next "step"? He did. 


John Cotton, extension soil conser- 


vationist at the University of Mary- 
land, credits Waite •with being the 
'irst Maryland farmer to star such 
terraces. 


Two Cash Crops
